Plans for the annual school 
trustees’ election to be held May 
16 were formulated last week 
at the regular mceti;ig of the 
Elementary School District board 
members. 

The term of Howell N. While 
will expire this year and Sier¬ 
ra Madre voters will elect one 
Iru.stce for a three year term. 
Mr. While has announced his 
intention to .seek re-election to 
the post which he has hold for 
the past six months, following 
his appointment on the resig¬ 
nation of Clare:ico Huntsingcr. 

Mr. White is the only candi¬ 
date to file for the office to 
date, according to School Super¬ 
intendent Charles A. Skult. 
Ajiril 16 is the deadline for 
tiling. 

Mr. Skutt also announced that 
trustees had raised the price 
of milk in the school cafeteria 
to .seven cents. 

"Due to the fact that we 
have for the past several months 
been soiling milk at a loss, w'o 
arc raising the price to seven 
cents per bottle to prevent too 
much of a loss on cafeteria op¬ 
erations,” Mr. Skult said. He 
added that the price change, 
which becomes effective Monday 
is in line with prices in most 
other schools in this area.

Councilman John Froohlich 
commented,” I would like to 
see the annexation brought 
about.

From AI Myers, former City 
Manager, comes the following 
statement: “Annexation would 
bo to the advantage of the city 
IF we have the water and the 
money to do it. If we have to 
agree to the laying of waler 
pipe and sewers in the proposed 
tract, I estimate such costs w'ill 
1 be in excess of $300,000. How¬ 
ever, a bond issue raised for 
that purpose would be spread 
over both Sierra Madre and the 
annexed area.” 

"Wo should consider what we 
are going to lose and what we 
stand to gain. Can we afford 
to annex the area or can vve af- 
tord NOT to?”

Just prior to going to press, 
the NEWS learned from a 
spokesman of the State Division 
of Water Resources that the 
holder of deeds to the Hastings 
Ranch is allowed, by law, the 
12 miner's inches water flow 
from the Bradbury tunnel lying 
to the North oi the ranch. 

However, according to the 
State spokesman, that flow can¬ 
not be increased. 

Lou A. Sears, prospective buy¬ 
er of the Ranch, would issue 
no statement on the surprise 
development until he consulted 
with attorneys. 

A new slant to the proposed 
Hastings Ranch annexation was 
disclosed yesterday by Lou 
A. Sears, president of Lasco, 
Inc., developers, in an interview 
with Hie NEWS. 

Mr. Sears revealed lliat, along 
with the 640 acres which he is 
purchasing for $1,2.50,000, are in¬ 
cluded riparian rights to the 
output of the Bradbury tunnel 
which is now bringing in 12 
miner’s inches of water.

Before an audience of mem¬ 
bers, teachers, and social work¬ 
ers from here and neighboring 
cities, Mr. Ralph Borsodi, found¬ 
er and head of the “School for 
Living” tfor adult education) at 
Suffern, N. Y., spoke under the 
auspices of the Sierra Madre 
Arts Guild at its regular month¬ 
ly meeting, in the studio of 
Alfred Dew'ey, 28 Windsor Lane, 
Friday evening. He was intro¬ 
duced by Robert E. Toms of this 
city, who with Mrs. Toms was 
recently closely associated witli 
him in his work, at Suffern. 

Mr. Borsodi told first how the 
‘School for Living” community 
was started about 1931, during 
the depths of the depression, to 
enlist the interest of business 
and professional people in liv¬ 
ing on the land a sufficient 
part of the time to produce a 
part of the goods they con¬ 
sumed: to exchange ideas, and 
to encourage one another by co¬ 
operation and goodwill at a 
moment when American econ¬ 
omy was at a low ebb. They 
built their own houses with the 
field stone from the land and 
made their own furniture, as a 
start. 

Mr. Borsodi, a trained econ- 
rnist and statistician, author of 
"Back to the Land” and “The 
Coming Inflation”, carried out 
experiments with his as.sociates 
in the co.st of home production 
as compared with commercial 
production of food and other 
commodities. In this work, he 
said, all costs, including time, 
were checked by the most exact 
methods known to export com¬ 
mercial statisticians, with inter¬ 
esting and sometimes startling 
results. 

It was found that women 
working in their own kitchens 
on food products, for instance, 
could make a saving at the

As Mr. Carter sold parcels of 
land to the first settlers, water 
rights were a part of the con- | 
sidcration of sale.
